T h e D e m oc r a t believes in regu­ 
larity in politics and in strict party 
organization. 
T he 
committees, 
however, 
are 
the mere servants or agencies main­ 
tained by the masses of the par­ 
ty to attend to details, and the peo­ 
ple themselves are the sovereigns, 
the source of all authority. 
In order to maintain harmony and

agents,

committees must deal frankly and 
honestly with the people. 
Especially is this necessary in deal­ 
ing with the democrats of Missouri, 
each of whom feels himself a sov­ 
ereign.

T he D e m oc r a t regrets to see that 
Chairman Maffitt, of the state com ­ 
mittee, has departed from the frank 
and open course and adopted tactics 
that savor strongly o.^ quibbling and 
evasion.
